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MAKE UP AND DREAM 

#Tpb "s who have fallen into ihc rut of liviiiKr the 

X wortîs of Ramsay MacDonald yesterday >vcvo very timely. 
In that viciou.s circle which we call the daily round there is iui 
space for the mind to take fligrhts of fancy. We drone along. quite 
content in our complacency. The nil we are in will carry us on 
but whither we do not heed. So absorbed are we in the great hurry 
for social distinction and socalled success that we sacrifice those 
things, which to the outward world bring no visible results, for 
the others boosted as practical. In reality we are but automatons. 

A few years ago in a cedain phi.losophy class the professor 
gave a mental picture, construed as he walked to college, of the 
mountain behind the university being a mountain of gold. A 
titter broke out. Most of the students were in their second ye.ir. 
Such a revelation to thenv meant the reversion to fairies, ghosts 
and dragons. One, afterwards, doubted the sanity of the lecturer. 
^So^foreign was such an illustration to their mind that they 
^pied the wisdom of the speaker. Someone had ventured out 
of the conventional rut and immediately that person wa? one to 
be suspected. Likewise all those who can not see eye to eye with 
tbings as they are, are considered dangerous. 

The observations of an hour near the statue of Peter Pan 
in Kensington Gardens, London, were very interesting. Contrary 
to what might be expected, by far the majority of those who 
visited the spot were those who had past many years before, 
perhaps decades, that age which the statue interpreted. Elderly 
women, probably maiden, linpei-ed the longest, pondered, and 
Avent on to take more than usual interest in the waterbirds on 
the lake and the couples on the seats. Men, who had seen the 
prime of life, walked' around Peter several times and then set 
off with a jaunting step, not noticed on their approach. Children 
C'ai-essed the fairies, the bunnies, the doves, the squirrel!? and the 
wioDdmice and skipped off to find more treasure under the 
biishes. Paterfamilias came along holding one child, dragging 
•another, looked at his wife with her arms full and in passing 
said "Yus. that's Peter Pan, ain't -it?" 

We wonder if loose thinking wa? primarily used of those 
who dream, those who do not follow up a sequence of nractical 
events. Those who have been accused of loose thinking are 
certainly those who have dreamed. The philosophy of life with 
which we are most acquainted is markedly utilitarian. But it is 
to the credit of the dreamers that progress has come at all. 
Practical men never contribute anything to humanity. They 
merely carry out the ideas of those who have dreamed them. 

But if we are to achieve that which is called success, the 
accumulation of much tangible possessions, then we cannot 
afford to dream, for dreaming brings in no profits. Time is 
money and it is too valuable to be wasted in mooning around. 
What can a student gain by spending an hour on the mountain 
when he should be in the classroom? What is the use of Ij^in^ 
:âione for a few minutes during the day when a person can mcict 
other people who can help his business? Thus runs the argument 
^ the practical man. They must all come from Missouri. 

We cannot dream because we are too comfortable in our 
<)wn Zion. Presently German thought is turning to tlie search 
eCor its ideal existence in some hazy faroff uncertainty, there 
-being no hope for any in the present state of economic .suffering 
^n its own land. The Hindu seeks for utter oblivion, there being 
'^10 rest in the tliinge of the world. The average North American 
k)nly turn.s over in liis fiieep, with his mind befuddled ))y too 
^a'ny of the opiates of life, and to i-id him.self of thi; mc-niories 
4)i the ensuing nightmares lie wants only those things v.'hich 
provide a kike. Truly he must wake up and dream.
